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CLASS  HISTORY  OF  ’41 


Time:  1960 

Place  :  Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School 
Professor  Know-It-All — In  charge  of  history  class 


Quiet  Please.  May  I  have  your  kind  attention.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
discuss  with  you  the  Class  of  1941,  who  entered  this  institution  twenty-three  years 
ago  full  of  ambition  in  their  endeavor  to  progress  through  their  high  school  career 
honorably.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  had  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  new  school 
routine  and  their  fellow  classmates,  they  had  to  traverse  through  many  storms  be¬ 
fore  they  achieved  their  goals  as  honorable  Seniors. 

To  aid  these  students  in  their  desire  to  become  better  acquainted)  the  Sopho¬ 
mores  held  a  party  in  their  honor.  Patricia  Grant  displayed  much  artistic  ability 
in  the  play  production,  “Admirable  Crichton.”  After  an  interval  of  a  few  months,  the 
class  faced  a  very  significant  obligation — that  of  electing  officers  to  lead  them  in 
the  class  policies.  This  group  was  elected  to  carry  on  the  social  and  financial  affairs 
of  the  group:  President,  Conrad  Koblanski;  Vice-President,  Gordon  Dimlow;  Sec¬ 
retary,  Ruth  Bastien;  Treasurer,  Alice  Rittlinger. 

As  the  first  year  drew  to  a  close,  the  members  of  the  class  gathered  at  Babb’s 
Beach  to  end  their  first  high  school  year  in  a  cheerful  manner. 

Bearing  all  these  facts  in  mind,  this  eminent  group  of  students  entered  their 
Sophomore  year  at  Ellsworth  High  School.  To  open  their  second  year  an  election  of 
class  officers  was  held.  The  following  members  of  the  class  received  the  honor  of 
carrying  on  the  duties  of  the  class:  President,  Martin  Huehner;  Vice-President, 
Barbara  Burnham;  Secretary)  Agnes  Whitehouse;  Treasurer,  Ann  Sheridan.  The 
Class  of  1941  had  many  athletically  inclined  students,  such  as:  Jack  Pease,  Sherwood 
Waldron  and  Stanley  Waldron  who  participated  in  basketball.  With  the  aid  of 
these  boys  the  basketball  team  captured  the  C-D  tournament.  The  Soccer  Squad 
consisted  of  many  remarkable  Sophomores:  John  Rauchenbach,  Stanley  Waldron, 
William  Enes,  Donald  Schlichting,  Martin  Huehner,  Dexter  Burnham,  Jack  Pease 
and  Sherwood  Waldron. 

1939  was  the  first  year  that  Ellsworth  had  an  organized  track  team  and  the 
class  of  ’41  was  proud  to  have  many  of  its  boys  on  the  team:  Donald  Schlichting, 
Leo  Fiori)  Martin  Huehner,  John  Rauchenbach,  Edward  Kasheta,  William  Enes, 
Edward  Bourke,  Gordon  Dimlow,  and  Francis  Lynch  were  among  those  who  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  track  events.  That  year  at  Yale  the  track  team  won  the  State  C.  D. 
championship. 
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In  the  early  part  of  May  the  class  made  a  trip  to  the  New  York  World’s  Fair. 
In  my  recent  talk  with  one  of  the  members  who  visited  the  fair  at  that  time,  he 
exclaimed  that  never  has  he  seen  lovelier  flowers  anywhere  than  there  were 
at  the  New  York  World’s  Fair.  “Come  Out  of  The  Kitchen,”  a  play  production 
which  was  presented  at  the  high  school  auditorium  attracted  a  large  crowd,  espe¬ 
cially  since  Patricia  Grant  held  the  leading  role. 

Thus  ends  the  first  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  class  of  ’41. 

To  open  their  second  chapter  successfully  the  class  elected  class  officers.  These 
worthy  students  were  chosen:  President,  Gordon  Dimlow;  Vice-President,  Leo  Fiori; 
Secretary,  Marie  Reichle:  Treasurer,  Joseph  Racz.  At  last  the  gala  event  of  their 
entire  school  life  was  given,  the  Junior  Promenade.  The  annual  play  production 
presented  was  “Nothing  But  the  Truth.”  Many  can  still  recall  Porter  Collins’s 
efforts  as  the  Bishop  and  Patricia  Grant’s  attempts  to  make  Leonard  Thrall  tell  the 
truth,  and  last  but  not  least  the  flirts — Marjorie  Mather  and  Alice  Rittlinger.  Other 
important  roles  were  taken  by  Phyllis  Busher,  Gordon  Carter  and  Gordon  Dimlow. 

The  Boys’  Track  Team  consisted  of  the  following  Junior  boys:  Francis  Lynch, 
Leo  Fiori,  Justin  Kizis,  Donald  Schlichting,  William  Enes,  Martin  Huehner  and 
Donald  Schlichting,  who  again  won  the  State  title. 

The  Soccer  Squad  had  a  successful  year  under  the  direction  of  Coach  Greer 
and  with  the  cooperation  of  these  boys:  Sherwood  Waldron,  Stanley  Waldrom 
Leo  Fiori,  Jack  Pease,  Edward  Curtin,  John  Rauschenbach,  Frank  Dodd,  Francis 
Lynch,  Joseph  Racz,  Dexter  Burnham,  Donald  Schlichting,  Martin  Huehner,  Wil¬ 
liam  Enes,  and  George  Bancroft. 

Many  eminent  Juniors  participated  in  basketball  such  as:  Sherwood  Waldron, 
Jack  Pease,  Stanley  Waldron,  Martin  Huehner,  Gordon  Dimlow,  and  George  Ban¬ 
croft.

The  following 
were  elected:  President,  Leonard  Thrall;  Vice-President,  Donald  Schlichting;  Secre¬ 
tary,  Martin  Huehner;  Treasurer,  Joseph  Racz.  The  Seniors  presented  a  Senior-get- 
together  which  enabled  the  underclassmen  to  intermingle  and  become  acquainted 
with  the  upper  classmen. 

In  the  early  fall  “Big  Hearted  Herbert”  was  presented  with  Porter  Collins  in 
the  leading  role  and  Patricia  Grant  acting  the  part  of  his  daughter.  Other  important 
roles  were  held  by  the  following:  Gordon  Dimlow,  Julia  Krawetz  and  Gordon  Car¬ 
ter.

The  track  team  con¬ 
sisted  of  many  eminent  members,  such  as:  Francis  Lynch,  Edward  Kasheta,  William 
Enes,  Leo  Fiori,  Martin  Huehner,  Edward  Curtin,  Francis  Boldway,  John  Rauschen- 
bach,  George  Bancroft,  Justin  Kizis,  Dexter  Bunrham,  Gordon  Dimlow,  Donald 
Schlichting  set  a  new  record  in  discus  and  shot  put.  Three  relay  races  were  won 
by  the  Ellsworth  boys  and  needless  to  say  the  Seniors  contributed  their  bit.
